Charles Delafield of 
Plano presented a paper at a 
recent three-day meeting in 
Chicago. 
The research e d article

Use

M aterials 
in 
the 
Classroom.’ 
Prof. Delafield teaches 
F uropean and A m erican 
History at Richland College 
where he has been on the 
staff for the past three years. 
P rior 
to 
that, 
he 
was 
associated with the Baptist 
College in Dallas for some 
time 
He and his family 
moved from Dallas to Plano 
Iasi July. 
“This was a novel event, 
Prof. 
Delafield 
said, 
revealing this is the first 
tim e 
that 
com m unity 
colleges or any two-year 
school has been invited to 
participate in the program 
The professor said he has 
some 500 slides which he 
uses in his classes and has 
access to an auditorium 
type room 
with 
a 
large 
projection screen He finds 
this an invaluable method 
for learning 
He stated in his ten-minute 
address that the rise of the 
“ open-door” 
com m unity 
college, 
with 
its 
co m ­ 
mitment 
to the mass of 


students seeking two-year 
d e g r e e s , 
u n i v e r s i t y 
preparation and vocational 
training 
has 
challenged 
professional skills to an 
extent hitherto unknown. 
Delafield 
says 
he 
is 
primarily a teacher and then 
a researcher 
He believes 
the brilliant 
scholar 
who 
publishes may benefit the 
prestige of his university, 
but 
fail 
in 
his 
primary 
function if he does not excite 
interest among his students 
He 
said 
that 
Hichland 
College 
of 
the 
Dallas 
Community College District 
is an “ opendoor” college 
And 
believes 
that 
the 
overwhelming majority of 
R ichland’s students and 
g rad u a tes 
are 
potential 
college 
and 
university 
students. F’or this reason, he 
says he believes 
that 
it 
makes their role somewhat 
like a university preparatory 
school 
“ It also means that we 
must 
recognize 
the 
responsibility we have for 
training students to handle 


u p p e r division courses at 
m ajor 
colleges 
and 


universitites, 
and 
by 
so, 
doing earn their respect as 
builders of solid survey 
course training.” he said 
“ In 
the 
C om m unity 
college we have come to 
believe that when too many 
students fail. it is primarily 
the failure of the instructor 
and 
not 
the 
s tu d e n ts,” 
Delafield said. “ Many of us 
teach survey courses in U.S. 
history, western civilization 
and Furopean history which 
makes our areas as varied 
as the field of history itself 
Unlike some of our coun­ 
terparts in the universities, 
we can not fall back on the 
thought that if we are poor 
teachers we are at least 
outstanding 
scholars.”

sake," he surmised. 
Prof Delafield said that so 
long 
as 
innovative 
techniques are viewed as a 
means to an end, rather than 
an end in themselves, “we 
have nothing to fear from 
educators 
“ Rather than being forced 
to teach in techniques in­ 
consistent with our natural 
talents we need to develop 
innovative ideas that make 
our courses academically 
r e s p e c t a b l e , 
e x c itin g ly 
imaginative and historically 
significant,” he concluded.
